RULES OF PROCEDURF 

1 lortnal meetings of the Commission shall be held as and 
when necessary for hearing evidence or for meeting repren 
latives or the Central and State Governments and 
othet public bodies The time and place of such meetings 
shall be fixed by the Chairman after ascertaining the con- 
venience of the other membeis 

2 Internal meetings of the Commission shall be infoimal, 

3 All meetings of the Commission shall be held in private 

•session 

4 Meetings shall ordinal lly be so arranged tliaL all the 
members ate present But if for any unavoidable reason any 
member is unable to be present, a formal meeting may still 
be held if at least four members, including the f hairman, 
are present and an informal meeting if three members, In 
eluding the Chairman, are present 

5 Such officers of the Commission as the Chairman may, 
after consulting the membeis, direct shall be present at the 
meetings of the Commission 

6 No record shall be kept of the proceedings of the 
informal meetings of the Commission But If any decision 
Is taken at such a meeting a record of the decision shall be 
prepared by the Member Secietary and circulated to the 
members of the Commission after approval by the Chairman 


7 No verbatim iccoid of Ihe pioccedlngs of Lhe formal 
meetings of the f ommission shall ordinarily be kept, but the 
Commission mav dnret that such a record be kept of the 
proceedings of any particular meeting or meetings When 
no verhatim iccoid is kept a summary of the proceedings of 
the meeting shall lie prepared bv or under the direction of 
the Mcmbci Serretaiv as soon as possible and, after vertfira 
lion as provided In the succeeding rule it shall be circulated 
to other members of the Commission including any member 
who may have been absent from such meeting 

8 Summaries of proceedings of meetings with representa- 
tives of Central and State Governments shall be agreed by 
the Meniber Secretary with a senior officer nominated by that 
Government and attending Lhe meeting When a verbatim 
rccoid in kept the portion relating to each witness or member 
shall be agreed with him 

9 No information relating to the meetings ot the work of 
Lhe Commission shall be furnished lo the press bv any 
member of lhe staff except under the direction of the Chair 
man or Member-Secretary 

10 The Member Secretary of the Commission, under the 
general dnection of the Chairman, shall be in overall charge 
of the office of the Commission and shall be responsible to 
the Commission for its proper working 

11 All communications from lhe Commission, other than 
a formal report, shall be signed by the Member Secretary or 
bv an officer authorised by the Commission to sign on hi* 
behalf, but no communication purporting to express the 
views of the Commission shall be issued except with the 
prior appioval of the Commission obtained at a meeting of 
the Commission or if so directed by the Chairman, by 
cnculation among the members 

12 The Member Secretary shall submit to the Commission 
all communications or proposals relating to the terms and 
conditions of service of the members of the Commission or in 
any way personally concerning a member and shall take no 
action on such matters except with the approval of the Com 
mission or the member concerned 

13 lhe Member Secretary shall keep tlic Commission In- 
formed fiom time to time all important matters affecting 
lhe office of the Commission 

14 The Chau man or any member of the Commission nvsq 1 - 
ilhect the office to obtain for him any publliition repirts, 
statistics oi other - TnafeThd required In connection with 
the work of the Commission AH' "SiTcli material shall be 
obtained by the office as quickly as possible and shall be 
cn culated to all the members of the Commission for their 
information 

15 All appointments to gazetted posts of the Commission 
shall be made with the approval of the Chairman including 
appointments made by transfer from other Governments or 
Government departments 

16 All appointments of ministerial staff, including staff 
obtained on cransfei fiom other Governments or Govern 
roents departments shall be made by the Member Secretary. 

17 All appointments of Class IV officers shall be made by 
the Member Secretary 

18 lhe provisions of rules 15, 16 and 17 shall be subject 
to the condition that In respect of appointments of the 
personal staff of the members of the Commission, the member 
concerned should be consulted 

19 The Member Secretary may grant leave, whether 
regular oi casual, to any member of the staff of the Com 
mission but he shall take the orders of the Chairman before 
granting any regular leave to a gazetted officer In the ca*e 
of the personal staff of the Chairman and members of the 
Commission, he shall consult them before granting any leave. 

20 The budget and the revised estimates of the Commts
